SANDERS SAVED. 


The Slayer of Albert Breitenstein 
Goes Free. 


A Jury Convict Him and 
Asxzss His Punishment, 


But Judge Laughlin Reverses Their De- 
cision and Discharges Him. 


Joseph Sanders, who shot Charles Breiten- 
stein to death on the 25th of last July, waiked 
out of the Criminal Court at 10:30 o’clock this 
roorning, a free man, after an insarceration 
in the city jail of over eleven 
months, and three trials for murder. 
On the 5th of the present mecnth the case had 
a final trial, J. J. McBride appearing for the 
defense, and acting Circuit Attorney R. S. 
Brockenbrough for the prosecution, and the 
result was, when the case was given tothe 
jury. they found the defendant guilty as 
charged, and assessed his punishment at ten 
years’ imprisonment in the Penitentiarv. The 
verdict was a surprise to even the Court, tor 
the detense clearly establisned that the 
shooting was done in self-detense 
when Breitenstein was assaulting him. The 
counsel for the defense was very greatly agitat- 
ed over the paeieg and placarded the build- 
ing with notices offering a reward for an honest 
juror. Judge Laughlin deemed the verdict an 
outrage also and this morning on the conven- 
ing of court recalled the case and discharged 
tbe prisoner. 

When young Sanders heard and fully com- 
prehenced Judge Laugblin’s decision he was 
MOVED ALMOST TO TEARS, 

and for a few moments was unable 
to rise from the prisoner's chair. Then, 
like ene awakening from a horrible dream, he 
grasped his counsei’s hand,bewed to the court 
and walked out of the room. ‘‘That is the 
bravest judge that ever sat on the Criminal 
Court bench!’’ cried McBride, referring to 
Judee Laugblin’s action in discharging Sand- 


ere.

And then he continued: ‘‘I knew all the time 
that I was innocent but it seemed so hard that 
nobody would believe me. People would twit 
me and say ‘you will hang,’ and I almost con- 
cluded that I would. I shot 
Albert Breitenstein because I thought 
my life depended on so doing, and from the 
reason that I knew he 
WOULD KILL MB 
if I did not «ill him first. When my father 
came I toid him that I had done nothing but 
what was pertectly right, and he believed it; 
when the Acting Prosecuting At- 
dwelled on the enormity of 
my he almost forsook me. 
But itis allover now,and I shall go back to 
my home at Foster’s Crossing, Warren county, 
Obio, a free man.’’ 

Joseph Sanders is a young man, 22 years of 
na Na J slight in stature and build,approach 
ing femininity almost. He has an honest, ope . 
countenance, and impresses all with whom h 
comes in contact as anything but a murderer 

The step taken by Judge Laughlin In dis 
charging Joseph Sanders to day is oneun- 
kpownin 8t. Louis criminal jurisprudence, 
and almost unknown in any other country. It 
will undoubtedly create considerable com. 
ment.

As a proof of 
Souci’s legal titie to .the_ office, it 
is suid that one Murphy last March 
paid $26 50 to Valle, whereupon Souci 
called upon him for payment. Murphy paid 
the money to Souci, and then vrought suit 
against Valle, who was obliged to refund the 
nimount he had received. 

The school tunds of Cahokia are derived from 
common lands which were granted to the origi- 
nul settlers by the French Government. It is 
said that these lands, which are leased, bring 
inarevenue of between $3.000 and $4,000 a 
year. The expenses of the school, it is alleged, 
are about $1,000, and $500 for extra expenses. 
This would leave a surplus of about $1,500, 

Now, the Young American or Souci party 
claim that no account of this surplus has 
been given by the Valle party forthe last twen- 
ty years; that they refuse to preduce the 
books, and in short they ciaim that the surplus 
which should bave been placed to the credit of 
the school tund has been misappropriated. 
This is a history of the Cahokia School 
trouble, which the Supreme Court of Lilinois 1s 
shortly expected to uecide. The whole village 
has taken part with either one faction or the 
other.

Jacob Kaltenthaler, of Company 11, 
Crushed Under the Engine.

Narrow Escape of Four Firemen from 4 
Like Fate. 


About 8:30 o’clock this morning an alarm of 
fire was turned on from box 263, corner of 
Carondelet avenue and Anna street. Engine 
No. 11, trom the house on Barton and Easton 
streets, responded. At the corner of 
Victor street, one block from the 
engine-house, the horses were going 


at their greatest speed, when the near one 
slipped on the crossing, and before it could 
regain its feet the other horse ran the engine 
against the curbstone, throwing itover. At 
the time, W. J. Horstmeyer, the driver, and 
Adam Ott, pipeman, were sitting on the front 
seat, Sum. Buchanan, engineer, 
and Kaltbenthaler, firemen, 
were on tne platform 
in the rear of the engine. The shock was so 
great thatthe two first named were thrown 
irom the seat a distance of several feet, re- 
ceiving slight bruises. Buchanan, who saw 
what would result should the engine strike the 
curb, jumped before the accident occurred and 
escaped unburt. Kaltenthaler remained 
standing until the wheels struck the pavement, 
when he wasthrown forward directly under the 
side ot the engine, which in an instant fell over 
on him, crushing him severely. The men 
in mediately rescued Kaltenthaier from under 
the boiler and carried him back to the engine 
house. Medical assistance was summoned at

WASHINGTON, June 30.—The following is the 
text of the veto message receivea from the 
President to-day:

I return to the Louse of Representatives, in 
whieh it originated, the bill entitled an act 
making appropriations to pay the fees of

FOLLOWING OBJECTIONS

the sum of $600,000 for the payment, during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1880, of United 
States Marshals and their general deputies. 
The officers thus provided for aré essential to

They were created and 

an duties defined by Congress, at its first ses- 
sion after the adoptien o1 the Constitution, in 
the judictary act, which was approved Septem - 
per 24,1789. Their general duties, as defined 
in the act which originally established them, 
were substantially the same as those prescrib- 
ed in the statutes nowinforce. The principel 
provision onthe subject in the Revised Statutes 
is as foliows: 

Sec. 787. Itshall be the dutyof the Mar- 
shal of eacn distr:ct to attend the district and 
circuit courts, when sitting therctn, and to ex- 
ecute throvghout the district all lawful prey 
cepts directed to him and issued under the au- 
thority of the United States, and he shall have 
power to command all necessary assistance in 
the execution of his duty. 

THE ORIGINAL ACT 
was amended February 28, 1795, and the 
umerdmensis now foundin the revised stat- 
utes in the following form: 

Sec. 788. Marshals and their deputies shall 
have in each State the same powers in execut- 
ing the laws of the United States as sheri iis 
and their deputies in such State may have by 
law in executing the laws thereof. 

By subsequent statutes additional duties

THE CRIMINAL JURISDICTION 

of the Courts of the United States is very ex- 
tensive. Crimes committed within. the mari- 
time jurisdiction of the United States are all 
cognizable only in courts of the United States, 
while crimes against public justice, 
crimes against the operations of the Govern- 
ment, such as forging or counterfeiting money 
or sccurities of the United States; crimes 
against the postal laws, offences aguinst the 
elective trunchise, aguinst the civil rights 
of citizens and against the existence of the 
Government, crimes against the internal reve- 
nue laws and customs laws, and crimes 
avuinst the laws tor the protection of Indians 
and the public lands—all of these crimes and 
wany others can ae punished only 
under the United Stat& laws, the laws 
which, taken together, consitute the body of 
that jurisprudence which is vitaltothe welfare 
ofthe whole country, and which can be en- 
forced only by means of the marshals and dep- 
uty marsbuis of the United States. 

IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 
all of the process of the courts 
is executed by the officers in question. 
In short the execution of the criminai laws of 
the United States, the service of all civil pro- 
cess in ceses in which the United States is a 
party, and the execution of the revenue laws, 
the neutrality laws andmany other laws of 
lurge importance depend on the muaintenanc: 
ot marshals and their deputies. Tuey are in 
effect only the 
POLICK OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 
Officers with corresponding powers and duties 
are tound in every State of the Union and in 
every country which has a jurisprudence 
worthy of the naine. To deprive 
the Nationai Government of these officers 
would be as disastrous tosociety as to abolish 
the sheriffs, constables and police officers in 
the severai Stutes. It would be a denial tothe 
United States of the right te execute its laws; 
a denial of all authority which requires the 
use ot civil force. The law 
entitles these officers to be paid, and the funds 
needed for the purpose bave been ovilected 
from the people and are now in the Treasury. 
No opjection is theretore inade to that part ot 
the bill before me which appropriates 
money for the support of ar- 
shals and Deputy Marshals of the 
United States. Tre bill contains, however, 
other provisions, which are identical in tenor 
nnd effect with the second section of the bill 
entitled ‘‘An act making appropriations for 
certain judicial expenses,’’ which, on the 23d 
of the present month, was returned to the 
Hiouse ot Representatives with my oDjection to 
its approval. 

The provisions referred to are as follows: 

**Section 2. Thatthe sums appropriated in 
this act, for personsin the public service em 
braced in its provisions, are in full forsuch 
persons and the public service for the fiscal! 
year ending June 30,1830,and no department or 
«fticer of the Government shall, during said 
fiscal year, make any contract or incur any 
liability for the future paymentof money un- 
der any of the provisions of title 26 (mentioned 
in the section of this act), untilan appropria- 
tion sufficient to meet such contract 
or pay such liability shali have first been made 
by law.’’ 

‘Upon reconsideration in the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the bill which con- 
tained these provisions, it lacked the 
constitutional majority, and therefore failed 
to become law. In order tw secure its enact- 
ment the same measure is again presented for 
my approval, coupied in the bill before me, 
with appropriations forthe support of mar- 
shals and their deputies during the next fiscal 
year. , 
THE OBJECT, 
manitestiy,is to place before the executive 
this alternative, either to allow the necessary 
functions of the public service to be crippled 
or suspended for want ot the 
appropriations required to keep them 
in operation, or to approve the legislation 
which in official communications to Congress, 
he nas declared would bea violation of his con- 
stitutional duty. Tuusin this bill the princi- 
ple is clearly embodied that by virtue of the 
provision of the Constitution which requires 
that all bills tor raising revenue should oi izinate 
inthe House ot Representatives, a bare ma- 
jority ofthe House of Representatives has a 
right to withhold an approoriation 
for the support of the Government, unless the 
Executive consents to approve any legislation 
which may be attached tothe appropriation 
bills. 

I respectfully refertothe communication on 
this subject which I have sent to UCongress 
during its present session, for a statement of 
the grounds ot my conclusions and 
desire. here, merely to repeat that,

Ir there were a national belt for the 
championship of the greatest robbery ever 
perpetrated it would be difficult to award

or Robeson, who squandered 200 millions 
of dollars on a navy which Mr. Porter, its 
chief Admiral, under oath declared to be 
‘‘worse than no navy at all,’’ or the 
gigantic Pacific Mail bribery, or the Whisky 
Ring, it would be difficult to decide.

The act of 1860 was intended, no doubt, 
to prevent the occupation of certain streets by 
railroads, and prohibited the use of streets 
within three squares of such railroads as were 
then constructed and in operation. But the 
operation of said act of the Legislature tends 
to create, and does create, an absolute monop- 
oly of such streets, and practically cuts off 
certain parts of the cify from the use of rail- 
road facilities unless the pleasure of such mo- 
nopolies will award to citizens living beyond 
the terminus of such roads an extension of 
their line or single fare. This applies direct- 
ly to the controversy botween the people of 
Carondelet and South St. Louis and the Fifth 
street line. 

In that case the people are offered the facili- 
tiese of astreet railroad at a single fare to 
the central part of the city, and the Fifth 
street road sues out an injunction and re- 
strains the construction of the railroad. 

It has not offered to construct a road for the 
use and accommodation of these citizens, nor 
is it by law authorized. Its right to use this 
franchise and monopoly expires before many 
years, and it is well to consider now all the 
questions in which the public is interested on 
these subjects. 

The street railroads occupying the central 
parts of the city have privileges to construct 
and operate their roads to certain points in the 
western parts of the city, but these points are 
now east of alarge and growing population. 
West of Grand avenue is now occupied with 
residences and fast improving, and a steadily 
growing population has occupied this local- 
ity. 

The same statement will apply to the north- 
western, northern, southwestern and south- 
ern parts of the city. These localities are 
without railroad facilities unless the main 
lines now occupying the central portions of 
the city are extended into this new territory, 
or new companies are organized. They will 
remain for periods of five years or more, un- 
til the old companies’ charters expire, with- 
out these public conveniences and facilities of 
travel. 

This whole difliculty grows out of the mo- 
nopoly of the streets’ created bythe act of 
1860, the repeal of which was so strenuously 
opposed by all the old companies at the last 
session of the Legislature. 

It seems to bea common cause of every 
street railroad management in the city of St. 
Louis to oppose any act whichis considered 
conducive to the public good. They oppose 
all legislation looking to a reduction of fare, 
and go before legislative committees and show 
by some system of figuring that street rail- 
roads do not pay at the present rate of fare, 
notwithstanding the fact that the stock of one 
of these roads was recently sold at $130 per 
share, by the president of the Broadway Say- 
ings Bank, as stated by him under oath. 

They oppose the construction of all parallel 
and competing lines of roads which fur- 
nish facilities for citizens living 
in the suburbs of the city and beyond their 
termini. They oppose every provision of law 
calculated to reguiate and ‘control them, as 
evidenced by their opposition to the provisions 
of the new charter.

2. Theyare asking the city to extend the 
monopoly of one of their railroads ostensibiy 
fer the benefit of any other section of the city 
to prevent them from paying double fare. 

In the first case, one monopoly refuses the 
people the right to use the streets and pay a 
single fare. 

In the second place, the other monopoly re- 
fuses the people the right to use the streets 
and pay asingle fare because they want the 
people to extend their monopoly for a period 
of fifty years before they can have the privi- 
lege of payinga single fare. 

By the situation of the two measures now 
pending before the City Assembly, one portion 
of our citizens are fighting one monopoly to 
secure the right to use the streets of the city 
claimed by an exclusive privilege, and another 
portion of our citizens are fighting to sustain 
and perpetuate a monopoly for fifty years. 
And in both measures all the street railroads 
are united and acting in perfect harmony. 

These two measures now pending show to 
every thinking man the necessity of the en- 
forcement of the provision of the new charter 
against all street railroads. 

It opens up the streets of the city to compe- 
tition, and authorizes those streets to be used 
by any company. It secures all the benefits 
intended by the act of 1860, in preyenting the 
occupation of too many streets by street rail- 
roads. it destroys the monopoly of such com- 
panies. It-renders it unnecessary for an ex- 
tension of any franchise of any company for 
any longer period than is provided by its 
charter. 

This is all that is asked and isall that should 
be granted by the Municipal Assembly. It is 
one of the provisions of the new charter which 
was opposed by all the street railroads of the 
city and received the endorsement of the en- 
tire people of the city. 

Another measure should be passed, and as 
fast as the charters of street railroads expire 
they can be reorganizea under the provisions 
of the charter. : 

It may be said that this will prevent the peo- 
ple of Cote Brilliante from having railroad fa- 
cilities. The answer to this is very easily 
given in the negative, because if a single fare 
and good facilities are not given by the Citi- 
zens’ Railroad to these people a new company 
will be formed which will, by the operation of 
the charter, run its cars over the track of said 
road from Rinkle’sto Fourth strect at a single 
fare—in the same manner as the Carondelet 
Railroad now proposes. 

This legislation will enable the franchises of 
street railroads to be under the control of the 
citizens, and force the roads to furnish all fa- 
cilities of travel and destroy any monopoly. 
The right to pass this ordinance is unques- 
tioned, and the Granger cases in the Supreme 
Court of the United States are cited in point, 
where the States of fFowa and Min- 
nesota compelled the railroads to 
be controlled by a similar 
reguiation. But the question has been ad- 
judicated by a more direct dccision. The 
right to pass the ordinance is without ques- 
tion, and under this ordinance every railroad 
now organized or hereafter organized should 
be regulate€. The streetsef the city would 
then be free and toll-gates 
erected. And if this is true in 
right vo sell gas or supply water, whica should 
be free and open to competition if furnished 
then the same is 
equally true in regard to passage or travel 
from one locality to another on the public 
streets ofacity. Hence itis the opinion of 
the subscriber that ali legislation on the sub- 
ject of street railroad franchises should 
be to destroy their monopolies, and 
this can be done by the passage of 
an ordinance to carry into effect 
the pruvisions of the charter. And all biils 
extending any privileges of any company now 
erected and claiming a monopoly of any street 
should be defeated. Let them occupy the 
streets of this city on equal terms and subject 
to the contro] of the citizens of our city as de- 
clared by the adoption of the new charter. 

Let no corporation exist inthe city of St. 
Louis which claims an exclusive privilege to 
use the streets of the city. Thecity has beer 
fighting one great monopoly for years, which 
claimed the exclusive right to occupy the 
streets of the city, and it would seem unreas- 
onable that the same city officials should 
create and extend another monopoly after the 
experience, cost and expense incurred in the 
controversy now vending.

The statements and counter-statements of 
the different parties connected with the broken 
United States Savings Institution still contin- 
ue to fillthe publicear. As the matter now 
stands, everybody is laying the matter at 
everybody else’s door; public opinion in a 
measure seems to be drifting to the side of the 
depositors, and conundrums of the very knot- 
tiest kind are being put to the unhappy 
cashier, Mr. Charley Kern. The failure is 
characterized on the streets as being 
better in amount but as bad in kind as the 
Broadway. 


Mr. Wiebusch. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter called this 
morning on Mr. Wiebusch. That gentleman 
had not yet read yesterday’s paper and was 
anxious to know what had been said about 
bim. 

‘*Well, Mr. Wiebusch,’’ 
gatherer. **Mr. 


said the news- 
Haeussler denounces 
you directors as an incompetent 
gang, for one thing, and says 
that the bank failure is directly attributable to 
your mismanagement.’’ 

‘*He does, eh? Well, I’d like to know 
what more the directors could have done. We 
are not expeeted to be book-keepers, are we? 
We can understand the debit and credit sides 
of the ledger, but we must depend a great 
deal ov the cashier. ’’

‘*‘We did give the cashier orders, orders 
which he did not obey—-a clap of thunder out 
of a clear sky would not 
have astonished me more than did the sus- 
pension. Why did the cashier tell us we 
were clear of the Broadway, whenthe fact 
was we were not, but had a draftthen un- 
paid in New York, which Kern knew was 
bad, would not be paid, beside this business 
here.’’ 

‘*Tiow do the other directors feel?’’ 

**They endorse my letter, all of them.’’ 

‘*Kern says it’s your own fault if you didn’t 
know that the time and call deposits were not 
both transferred. ’’ 

‘*Well, if IL had known, I should certainly 
have opposed it. If the call depositors had 
been put on the same footing with the other 
creditors, the dividend for all would have 
been somuch larger that nobody would have 
been seriously hurt. The loss of five or ten 
cents on the dollar don’t hurt like the loss of 
forty, and the protection of all the creditors 
should have been the first care.’’ 

** What will the bank pay?’’ 

**Haeussler says sixty. Brokers .are offer- 
ing seventy-five, and I hope the 
result “ill be one hundred. The

‘*T am pretty sure that everybody is satisfied 
with Haeussler. He is an honest man and 
bas our confidence.’’ 


Mr. Haeussler, 
the assignee, was waiting to make a motion 
before Judge Adams, and beckoned to a seat 
near the rail, where, amid the constant tap- 
ping of the Sheriff’s pencil, the following con- 
versation was held: 

‘*You cormorants of the press are making 
my life aburdento me. I never saw anything 
so botched as that interview in Sunday’s 
Globe-Democrat. Why, he mixed the whole 
thing. Got the wrong answersto the wrong 
questions. For instance— —’’ 

‘*Please, Mr. Haeussler? Are there any 
new developments?’’ : 

**Well, there is $8,080 which it was thought 
the cashier owed has been proved up to have 
been paid years ago.

body owes the bank; I will sue at once. They 
can’t sue the directors. The money will have 
to be coaxed out—there is no other way.’’ 

‘Was the appraisement too low?’’ 

‘*]f there is anything over 1’]1 get it, but it 
was not too low.’’ 

‘*Why were the call depositors preferred to 
the time depositors ?’’ 

‘*At the time of the transfer none of the di- 
rectors had any idea thatthe bank would not 
liquidate in full, and as a measure of public 
policy they thought the call depositors should 
have their money. If they had made an 
assignment everybody would have had 
to wait four or five months before they got 
anything, and there would have been an aw- 
fully hard time for a good many business men. 
Two of ihe directors are time depositors, and 
they would hardly bave consented to such a 
transfer if, at the time, they did not think 
they would have had back theirmoney. They 
supposed the bank was thoroughly solvent, 
and thatis where again their incompetence 
comesin. Ifthey had known then what they 
know now they would have known that the 
bank could not pay its depositors, let alone its 
stockholders. 

** The United States Savings has been in- 
solvent for the last jive years, and itis ina 
better fix now than it has beenall through 
thattime. I have examined the books, and I 
know what I am talking about.’’ 


Mr. Wetzel, 
one of the newer directors, feels, perhaps, a

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


The Last Days of the Existence of the 
Odious ‘‘Mayor’s Bill’”—A Fisher- 
man’s Luck—Items. 

The repeal of the ‘‘Mayor’s bill,’’ which 
has caused so much trouble in East St. Louis, 
goes intoeffect at 12 o’clock to-night. The 
bill was passed for the benefit of cities trou- 
bled with disturbances, and invested all the 
power in the Mayor. Under it 
that official could vacate and fill 
offices as he wished.

It was 
said that Mayor Joyce took advantage of the 
bill, and last Saturday removed a number of 
deputy marshals who concurred in the opin- 
ions of the four Joyce Councilmen who refuse 
to‘act with the Mayor and their official breth- 
ren.

them to resign to make the expenses and rey- 
enue of the city meet.

FINNIN AFIX. 


Judge Laughlin Adjudges Him ‘Guilty 
of Contempt ~- === 


And Imposes a Sentence of Six Hours 
in Jail. 


A Lengthy Opinion Delivered by 
the Court. 


An Interview With Judge Laughlin Concern- 
ihg the Case. 


The Finn contempt case had a sensational 

dinginthe Criminal Ceurt this morning. 
Soon after Judge Layghlin had taken his seat 
he proceeded to read anopinionina the matter, 
at th@conclusion of which he sentenced Sheriff 
Finn imprisonment in the city jail for six 
hours @!0 to pay a fine of five dollars. 
The} histOcy of the case is fully set forth in the 
opinion of tae Judge, whieh is herejgiven in 
full. There were only afew in the room at 
the time the cpinion was read, neither Fina 
nor his attorney veing there. It was the first 
case of the kind that has ever occurred in St. 
Louis, and naturally created a vast amount of 


comment. 
THE OPINION 


of Judge Laughlin is as follows: 


The facts involved in this egg are as 
follews: On the 5th a = June last a suit 
was pending in the Circuit Court, and deposi- 
tions therein wore being taken before a Notary 
Pubiic. A grand juror, serving as such in this 
Court, was subpoenaed. Failing 
to respond, an attachment was, by the notary, 
issued for him and, for service, was piaced in 
the nands of the respondent, who is Sheriff of 
the city of St. Louis. The respondent gave it 
to one of his deputies, who appeared before 
the Court with the writ, and in com- 
pany with Mr. Gross, the grand 
juror wanted before the notary. Being 
engaged in the work specially submitted to the 
grand jury, the Court declined to excuse him 
and or derea the deputy to desist from serving 
the attachment. The deputy then. left the 
court-room and Mr. Gross returned to the 
grand jury room.

The order of the court was superior to 

all others, and should have been so treated by 

bim.

But though guilty, his guilt is not rank. He 
acted from fear and undera threat which he 
believed would be carried into execution.

The objection to the validity ef the order by 
reason of tlhe failure of the clerk to enter it up- 
on the court records until the third day after it 
was made has not been urged, und not con- 
sidered. 

The respondent is adjudged guiltv 
of a criminal contempt, and sentenced 
to imprisonment in the city jail 
for six hours and to pay a fine of five dollars 
and costs. 

THE COMMITMENT 
was gone to work on by the clerk soon after 
the Judge had finished reading his opinion. It 
was the first document of the kind that had 
ever been prepared in the Criminal Court, and 
considerable care was exercised in making it 
out. 

JUDGE LAUGHLIN 
was interviewed before the commitment was 
served 

‘*This is the first case of the kind that has 
ever occurred here, is it not, Judge?’’ 

‘*I believe it is.’ 

‘*Do you think Finn will get mad?’’ 

**Oh, I don’t know.’’ 

Wy hat do you think he will do?’’ 

‘*I think he will act like a little man.’’ 

**Goto jail?’’ 

**Whatelse cau hedo? Mr. Finn knows that 
Iam right. I could not have done otherwise. 
The dignity of the Court and the law must be 
upheld. Thisis nothing morethan an exam- 
vie, and Mr. Finn will take that view ot it.’’

Brother and Sister. 


Judge Boyle Decides that Dr. Delaney and 
Mrs. Lindsay Must Return $25,000 
Worth of Property.

Lands Conveyed to Children During the 
asc Parents’ Lifetime are Advance- 
ments, Not Gifts. 


The suit of John O’F. Delany against Miss 
Mary E. Boyce was decided by Judge Boyle 
this morning. 

The original suit was upon the demand made 
by Miss Boyce upon Mr. De- 
laney ‘and Mra. Lindsay for a _ return 


into hotchpot of certain alleged. advancements 
madetothem by their mother, Mrs. Octavia 
Boyce. Mrs. Boyce. during her life- time, had 
given to John O’F. Delaney an amount of land 
in St. Louis county, and to Mrs. Lindsay 
land and a certain amount of money. 
Miss Boyce claimed that these were not gifts 
but advancements made to the plaintiffs, and 
plaintiffs filed their cross action asking 
that some $40,000 alleged to have 
been given to Miss Boyce by her§ mother, 
was also an advancement and nota gift. The 
suit came on for trial and the judg- 
ment now delivered declares that money 
given to children is a gift ana 
cannot be afterwards reckoned asrart of the 
child’s share of the estate. Land, how- 
ever, according to _ certain quoted de- 
cisions ot the Sapreme Court when deeded 
to children must be considered part their 
share. Hence the money given to 
Mrs. Lindsay will not be 
thrown into botchpot, but concerning 
theiand, the judgment reads thus: ‘‘Mr 
Boyce considered the two tracts of equal val- 
ue and intended the one to offset or equalize 
the other. This view is. supported by 
the fact thatin caring for her children out of 
her income, she seems to have intended, as 
far :8 was practicable, to show no partiality. 

From all the opinions given, I 
am of the opinion that these two 
tracts were at the time the deeds were respec- 
tively made of about eqnal vaiue, and that 
they are each worth the sum of $25,000. 

The commissioners to be appointed wil 
therefore be ordered to first assign aad 
set apart to the defendant, out 
of the unimproved real est te, an 
amountin value equal to $25,000, and that 
partition of the remainder be then made 
equally between the sale cnildren.
